Brother Bill: Weir spoiled me

ago. a young U niversity of Texas 
student was welcomed into the 
W eir.

preacher. 
Every other Sunday in 1955 and 1956. the young 
man would arrive at the old white fram e church 
which was shared bv the local M ethodists and 
B aptists, and give one of his ' talk s.” His wife 
Judith would play the piano during hymn- 
singing. After church, they would play gam es 
with the children, visit with the parishioners and 
eat a sumptuous Sunday dinner with their 
friends in Weir. 


Bill Moyers has traveled many m iles since 
those days — to the P eace Corps, where he was 
d ep u ty d ire c to r; 
to th e W hite H ouse in 
W ashington. D C., w here he was Lyndon John­ 
son's press secretary; and to New York, where 
he was editor of Newsday and launched “ Bill 
M oyer’s Journal.” a superb weekly television 
docum entary shown on the Public Broadcasting 
Service — but his heart is still in Williamson 
County. 
“ Those few y ea rs.” said Moyers in his New 
York office, “ left m e forever spoiled by the 
depth of affection and by the intim acy of the 
relationship between m y wife and I and the good 
people of Weir. In a way you m ight say that they 
ruined me. 


“ There were no saints at W eir,” said Moyers. 
They were country people in the best sense of 
the word. They gossiped, they quarreled, and 
they made up. 


These salt-of-the-earth people reached out to 
us in a way that, even in the frenetic sophistica­ 
tion of New York and the calculated detachm ent 
of Washington. I ve never forgotten. They've 
m ade it impossible for m e to forget my roots.” 
Moyers was born in Hugo, Oklahoma, but 


moved to Texas when he was still in diapers — 
and still considers him self thoroughly a Texan 
He grew up in M arshall, w here his father was 
a tim e clerk in a defense plant and his m other 
worked in a funeral home In high school. Billy 
Don Movers worked part-tim e on the M arshall 
News-M essenger. was a cheerleader and a 
m em ber of the band, and worked on The Parrot. 
his high school newspaper. 


He graduated with honors and went to North 
I exas State College, w here he was twice the top 
student, and twice class president More im por­ 
ta n t, he m et Ju d ith D avidson, a D allas 
freshm an, on the first day of school They would 
m arry two years later. 


In 1954. between M oyers’ sophomore and 
junior years in college, he wrote Lyndon Johnson 
a letter, reminding the Senator of the im por­ 
tance of the youth vote and offering his services 
in Johnson's 1954 re-election cam paign. Johnson 
responded with an offer of a sum m er job for 
Movers in LB J's W ashington office. 
At the end of that sum m er, Johnson urged 
Movers to transfer from North Texas State to 
the I niversity of Texas, and to help m ake ends 
m eet, offered Moyers a job at the KTBC televi­ 
sion station in Austin 
And Weir met the Moyers. 
“ Oh, he was a very special person — and 
Judith was wonderful,” said Mrs. Tom Bohanan 
of Weir 
‘He cam e up here every Saturday 
afternoon for a visit, and then Sunday morning 
he d com e back and preach. Bill visited the 
M ethodists as well as the B aptists. 
“ He was just so kind and considerate, all the 
tim e. Mrs. King, who is now in the Sw eetbriar 
Nursing Home in Georgetown, used to have a big 
old house in town. Well, every Saturday he'd 
carry firewood to be sure that she had enough 
wood on her porch, so the house wouldn't get 
cold

As our readers have been able to see on the 
front page of the SUN each issue, contributions 
are com ing in from throughout and beyond the 
county, although the g reater part of the m oney is 
being given by Georgetown people. It has been 
heartw arm ing and, I am sure, has becom e a 
source of pride and thanksgiving to our doctors. 
Soon they will have a facility large enough to 
take care of the are a 's ever-expanding needs for 
years to come.

Lind told the SUN his firm is “ already in 
business in Georgetown. We have around $10,- 
000.000 in Williamson County loans and ap­ 
proxim ately that m any deposits,” he said 
“ Georgetown is a good, growing area and we are 
excited that we will have an opportunity to share 
in and aid in its grow th.” 
Lind added that several locations w ere under 
study and one would be picked in a short tim e 


Dallas Three am bulances w ere purchased from 
each of the two com panies. The price variations 
w ere explained by Simonson, who cmd two used 
“ high-top” am bulances, a 1973 and one 1974 
model, were purchased for $18,000 from Taylor 
Motor. The Florence EMS unit, a 1966 Pontiac 
was bought there for $850 The three new 1975 
am bulances from Solar cost roughly $11,280 
each 


Georgetown, which paid only two em ergency 
m edical technicians, claim ed the low contract 
figure on the list with $8,500 56 repaid for 1975 
Two e m e rg e n c y room n u rs e s fro m th e 
Georgetown Medical and Surgical Hospital ac 
company an EMT on each am bulance run. cu t­ 
ting in half the salary schedules for Georgetown 
In return, the Georgetown EM T’s work a t the 
hospital when they are not on am bulance calls 
The Georgetown station m ade 166 em ergency 
calls, 438 transfer calls and 45 “ Signal 66’s ” : no 
transport runs. These am ounted to a total 649 
am bulance runs m ade in Georgetown in 1975 
At a total cost of $26,063, and with $17,562 44 in 
total collections, the station operated at the 
county-repaid total, loss of $8,500.56 E stim ated 
total cost per call based on total expenditures 
and total calls averaged $40.16 per call m ade in 
Georgetown.

\Vell, that last law, and its amendment, expired in D ecem ber, so now we re back to the old April 
to October system , until further notice. 
Who’s on first? We don’t know. 


City and county officials w ere less than im ­ 
pressed by Texas C om ptroller Bob Bullock’s 
assertion this week that our local governm ents 
would have to drastically raise taxes just to keep 
afloat, should Congress fail to re-enact revenue 
sharing program s. 


Bullock released a list showing the percentage 
of tax increase each county and city in the state 
would have to enact, to replace revenue sharing 
funds. According to his figures, Williamson 
County would have to increase its taxes by 30 7 
per cent, and Georgetown would have to in­ 
crease taxes 22.5 per cent. 


I he C om ptroller estim a ted th at B a rtlett 
would have to increase city taxes 47.6 per cent. 
making it the hardest hit city in the county. 
G ranger was only slightly better off, with a tax 
increase projected at 41 3 per cent Other county 
figures were 
Florence, 19 9 per cent: Hutto 
31.7; Hound Rock, 30.5; Taylor, 30 7; Thrall 
27 4: and Cedar Park, 25 8 


But local officials w eren’t buying the es­ 
tim ates. 
As far as the city of Georgetown is 
concerned, 
said Leo Wood, city m anager, “ we 
have thoroughly enjoyed revenue sharing — but 
we have not used the revenue sharing funds for 
our m ain city operating expenses. Revenue sh ar­ 
ing funds are not even in our m ain budget — it’s 
totally separated ” 


All of G eorgetown’s revenue sharing funds are 
funneled into capital im provem ent projects, ac- 
cording to Wood. 
When revenue sharing was 
first instituted, 
he said “ the m ayor and the 
council stated that we did not want to get depen­ 
dent on revenue sharing funds, and we have not 
gotten dependent on them As far as having a 
situation where we would have to have a sudden 


tax increase, it just won t happen.” 


Georgetown’s revenue sharing funds are in a 
special capital im provem ents budget, and last 
year they totaled $50,659. Almost all of them 
were used for street building and repairing 
G eorgetow n’s general fund and utility fund

coming from Comptroller Bob 
Bullock s office is good 
His swashbuckling raids on 
delinquent taxpayers capture 
headlines 
but some of his 
economic forecasts should com­ 
mand even larger type 
Bullock has already’ warned 
that the Texas Legislature is 
going to be faced with a huge 
tax bill when it meets in 1977 if 
it intends to continue spending 
a: the same increase rate it has 
in the past 
Now Bullock has had bad 
news for the folks around the 
state who have to dig into their 
pockets to keep city and county 
government going 
Bullock said that if Congress 
ores not extend the revenue 
snaring program city halls and 
courthouses will have to 
drastically reduce the services 
people want or taxes will have 
to be increased 
Highfalutin debate on pros 
and cons of revenue sharing 
doesn I mean a thing to the tax­ 
payer 
Bullock noted 
“The 
cold truth is that in most cities 
and counties, he’ll have to pay 
at least 20 per cent more in 
local taxes if the program 
ends 
Tne Figure Filberts at 
Ballock s office put their pen- 
Cils to work on the lax situation 
rn every county and city in Tex­ 
as anc they came up with a dis­ 
maying report 
BJiock announced that 68 
counties depend on revenue 
sharing for 30 per cent or more 
of their income. 102 get 20 to 
29 9 ber cent of their income 
from A ashington and 84 receive 
up to 19 9 per cent 
The counties depending 
heavily on revenue share are 
generally located in the Rio 
Grande Valley South Central 
Texas and along the Louisiana 
border 
A spot check of counties 
around the state shows that if 
revenue sharing goes down the 
drain taxes will have to be in­ 
creased 19 9 per cent in Bexar. 
28 per cent in Anderson. 19 I per 
cent in Bowie. 29 7 per cent in 
Cherokee. 22 2 in Bell. IO per 
cent in Dallas. 23 5 in El Paso 
18 8 in Grayson, 21 I in Gregg 
26 5 in Harrison 27 6 in Hender­ 
son 
10 6 in Lubbock. 10 3 in 
Midland. 13 I per cent in 
Tarrant. 20 7 per cent in Taylor 
18 9 per cent rn Tom Green' ll 2 
per cent in Travis 23 I in Vie' 
toria 18 per cent in Wichita, 
and 16 4 per cent in Denton 
Those increases would be 
necessary just to continue coun­ 
ty spending at the current level 


and do not take into considera­ 
tion the revenue that the city 
governments will lose 
That picture is equally grim.

Texarkana residents would 
have to come up with another

24 8 per cent in 
Marshall. 21.1 per cent in Plain­ 
view. 16 per cent in Sherman 
and 16.2 per cent in Lubbock. 


Those spot checks are in­ 
dicative of what the situation 
would be like across the state. 
The death of the program 
would also be a hardship on the 
state. Bullock added, noting 
that the Legislature would have 
to write a budget without the 
S100 million it gets in revenue 
sharing 
But the real impact will be on 
the cities and counties that 
have received nearly SI billion 
in the five years the program 
has existed, and Bullock says 
it s time for state officials to 
start worrying about county 
and city governments 


He makes a good point, and 
there is plenty of time before 
the start of the next session for 
lawmakers to look for ways to 
cope with the problem

For the fact that the valida­ 
tion procedure is simplicity 
itself is followed by a series of 
errors Texas motorists have 
made in applying the stickers. 
GEORGETOWNITES

seem to be the common 
problem for county motorists. 
This year all receipts and 
stickers are identically colored. 
“ They’re all the same — it just 
says on them what they are 
fo r,'1 Mrs. Jones explains why 
the stickers are so easily 
reversed. 
WE’VE GOT a motorcycle 
sticker on a travel trailer right 
now,” she worries, saying the 
office is trying to contact the 
owner of the travel trailer. 
Because the receipt forms do 
look alike it is just as easy for 
her office to make an error as it 
is for the motorist — especially, 
she adds, “ When we are real 
busy helping several customers 
at once. 


— 0— 
And she remembers one 
Leander man who, after receiv­ 
ing his red, white and blue 
validation sticker, protested, 
“You only gave me one 
sticker.” 
“ Yes, sir, that’s all you 
need,” the highway deputy ex­ 
plained. 
“ MY FRIEND lives in Austin 
and he got two,” the Leander 
citizen continued his plaint, in­ 
sisting that he would need a se­ 
cond sticker. 
You d better tell your friend 
to go back to the courthouse 
because something is wrong,” 
Mrs Jones staunchly supported 
what she knew to be correct 
procedure, adding, “ I ’ll swear 
on a stack of Bibles: you only 
need one sticker.’’ 
The Bibles turned the tide. 
“ Yes rn’am,” the customer 
gave in. “ I believe you. God 
bless you.” 
THE ONLY COMPLAINT 
Mrs. Jones has concerns the 
total sales to date. 
“I wish more would come in,” 
she said. “ I imagine we are 
25 percent - at least — behind 
in our sales, from where we 
were last year.” 
Although her o ffic e is 
periodically rushed by William­ 
son County motorists stopping 
by to purchase their validation 
s ticke rs, or to purchase 
replacement license plates in 
addition to the stickers, Mrs. 
Jones anticipates an un­ 
manageable last-minute rush if 
too many vehicle owners wait 
until the April I deadline to buy 
their plates. 
M otorists can buy th e ir 
stickers through the mail for an 
additional $1 covering postage 
and handling. 
ELSEWHERE in the state, 
as well as in Louisiana where 
the validation-sticker system 
was also initiated this year, 
there have been some almost 
unbelievable foul-ups by 
otherwise intelligent motorists. 
One Corpus Christi citizen 
was very careful to put the 
validation sticker in the proper 
position on the rear plate — ex­ 
cept that the plate was on his 
neighbor’s car. Both vehicles, 
parked side by side, were red. 
In Amarillo a motorist paid 
for his sticker and immediately 
went to the parking lot of the 
county courthouse. He applied 
the sticker to the rear license 
plate — of the vehicle owned by 
the assistant county tax 
assessor-collector. Same make, 
same model, same color — 
wrong car. 
One woman who received her 
sticker in the mail wanted to 
see how well the “ stickum” on 
the back worked. She put it on 
I the kitchen table. It worked 
fine. She scraped off the pieces 
— and part of the finish on the 
table — and returned them to 
the tax collector for replace­ 
ment. 
Another woman laid her 
sticker on the kitchen table. 
Her young son picked it up and 
put it on his bicycle. 
THEN THERE WAS the 
motorist who went back to his 
tax assessor-collector plent1 
mad. Angrily he displayed i 
sticker almost obliterated witl 
holes. “ I ’m having a (deleted 
time stapling this (deleted 
thing to my metal plate,” h 
fumed The information “ stapl 
here” is information for the ta 
collector’s office, indicatin 
where to attach the sticker t 
the registration receipt.

Would Bill M oyers, who has traveled through

of a civic self 


Vietnam finished off the liberals. W atergate 
finished off the conservatives. The last decade 
has m ade it im possible for most people to 
believe in anything; there is nothing for us to 


hold on to Our task, in the next 25 years, is to 
knit back the fabric of the nation — to take 250 
million unbridled egos and create a whole socie­ 
ty. without subm erging those egos, like China 
does 


We have to do one m ore thing This is going 
to be a real jolt to most Texans, but w e’re going 
to have to learn to live with scarcity, by stan­ 
dards of today We have to learn that m ore is not 
better: bigger is not better 


The Tom Bohanans have known this for 
years, although they m ight not think of it in 
those term s. People in Weir have been living 
with sim plicity for years We are all going to 
have to learn a quality of life that does not con­ 
sum e as much of the world s energy as we now 
do 


Reading a book, or strolling around the block 
doesn t take nearly as much energy as riding 
around town in a car - the form of ieisure that 
used to be popular in M arshall. W e've never 
stopped, in our country, to define enough The 
Bohanans. other people in that part of the coun- 
frv have understood these things all along - 
they always baked their own bread, churned 
their own butter, raised their own m eat - 
they've always appreciated the sim ple things in 
life.”

tract repaym ent cost to the county of 632,999.05. 
Total expenditures of approxim ately 654 356 33 
w ere offset by $21,342.44 in collections, raising 
the cost per call to *61 42 in Taylor. Of the total 
am bulance runs m ade there, 327 w ere 
em ergencies. 521 involved transfers of patients 
and 37 w ere “ Signal 66 s.” 


The report shows a net loss of $24,919 55 repaid 
bv W illiamson County to Round Rock city 
coffers. The average cost per call there ran a 
county high of $113.57 — com puted by dividing 
the $31,568.92 total expenditures by the 278 total 
calls m ade in Round Rock in 1975. Total calls 
consisted of 129 em ergency. 91 no transfer and 58 
no tra n sp o rt am bulance runs. C ollections 
reported by the Round Rock station for 1975 
am ounted to $6,649.37 
WITH TOTAL EXPENDITURES of $21,469.77 
and $2,919.34 in collections, Cedar P ark was 
repaid $18,640.87 for the money that city spent on 
county EMS in 1975. Average cost per call for 
the year was $53.61 with a total 346 calls having 
been m ade in Cedar Park. The figure includes 
224 em ergency runs, 15 transfer calls and 107 no 
transports. 


While no paym ent has been m ade to the 
lorence station, a total 45 calls - all em ergen- 
c y runs — were m ade there in 1975 


ANOTHER MAJOR capital outlay, in addition 
to the six am bulances purchased with county 
funds, is the com m unications equipm ent ob­ 
tained through Boutwell Aviation and Elen 
tronics. 


Four base stations and eight m obile units cost 
the county $6,993.85. The base stations are 
located in Georgetown. Taylor, Round Rock and 
C edar P ark. Mobile units w ere purchased for in­ 
stallation in the eight county am bulances two 
each in Georgetown and Taylor and one each in 
Florence, Cedar Park and Round Rock. The 
eighth unit is installed in the vehicle Simonson 
m aintains as a supply am bulance, kept ready in 
case of a m ass-injury situation.

budget for 1975-76, which is the basic operating 
budget, was $2,455,000. The com m unity develop­ 
m ent budget, which is composed of block grant 
funds, and is being used to construct the w ater 
intake system , was $228,000 


The im p o rta n t th in g .” sa y s the city 
m anager, “ is that we like revenue sharing 
program s, yes, but we wouldn’t fall apart at the 
seam s so that we would have to go to a quick tax 
if they weren t available. We could certainly get 
bv without having a tax increase. 


What Bullock is saying, I think, is that a lot of 
people have becom e to tally dependent on 
revenue sharing, and if the funds are withdrawn, 
they will have serious problem s. But th a t’s not 
the case here.” 


At the county level, where Bullock projects a 
30 7 per cent tax increase should sharing 
disappear, county auditor Ben Kurio 
relented: 
Just off hand his figures sound 
but I couldn t really say until w e've studiec 
exact figures in the budget.” 


The Texas State Suprem e Court apparently 
ended the legal battle between the City of 
Georgetown and construction contractor F. E 
Holloman on W ednesday when it refused for the 
second tim e to issue a w rit of erro r against a 
previous decision favoring the City. 


H ollom an c o n tra c te d w ith th e C ity in 
Novem ber of 1971 to build a sew er loop around 
the eastern rim of Georgetown, but trouble 
arose when he claim ed he had encountered rock 
form ations which would delay the construction 
project. 


The city hired another contractor to finish the 
project after Holloman was granted an eight 
months extension, and he filed a court action 
against the city for $117,000, alleging the city had 
contem plated confiscation of his equipm ent and 
had illegally term inated its contract with him. 


The city filed a cross-action alleging breach nf 


K i r h v v ' and WaS aw arded ^ 5 2 6 .2 3 in Judge 
Kirby Vance s 26th D istrict Court. That judg­ 
m ent was upheld by the sta te 's Third Court of 
Civil Appeals at Austin on July 30, 1975. 


Holloman s attorney requested that the state 
suprem e Court issue a w rit of e rro r against the 
Civil Court judgm ent on O ctober 14, 1975 and 
the City filed a reply to the request on October 


The Court refused the request on Decem ber 
31, saying it found no reversable erro r in the 
Civil Court decision, and H ollom an’s attornev 
filed again on January 15. asking the court to 
rehear his motion for w rit of erro r 


That request was refused W ednesday
